Men posing 
as police flag 
down vehicle 

TWO men in a car posing as police 
officers have been travelling across 
the West Midlands - and managed to 
flag at least one vehicle down. 

The force has issued a statement 
to alert members of the public to 
the National Crime Agency car with 
blue lights which has been travelling 
across the region. 

The woman driver was asked to get 
into the 1 Series silver BMW but she 
refused and immediately reported 
the matter to police. Officers said on 
Monday that the vehicle was stolen 
in Solihull on Saturday between 5pm 
and 11pm. 

It has already been spotted with 
two separate cloned number plates, 
according to police. 

Detective Chief Inspector Craig 
Underwood said: “We are asking 
anyone who sees this vehicle to call 
us straight away. A police officer will 
always show their warrant card as 
proof of their identity, if this is not 
shown or you have any concerns then 
call us on 101.” 

A comment on Facebook stated: 
“Two sets of different cloned plates 
have already been used on the car 
which is why we haven’t released the 
number plate details.”

THE case of Madeleine McCann is one the nation has be¬ 
come familiar with in the 10 years since she disappeared. 
But there is a girl from Dudley who has been missing for 
even longer. 

Desperate as the McCanns’ plight has been since their three-year-old 
daughter vanished in Portugal, around 100,000 children go missing in 
the UK every year. 

There are many other families out there who have been waiting for answers, including 
that of Gornal teenager Natalie Putt. New mother Natalie, aged 17, vanished from her 
Lower Gornal home in 2003 and has not been seen since. 

Almost 14 years on, half-sister Rebecca 
Coggins refuses to give up hope of seeing 
her again. “I hope she is living somewhere, 
is happy and has got her own family,” Re¬ 
becca said. “I have to believe that she went 
of her own free will and made her own life, 
because the alternative is just too painful.” 

The family was shattered when Natalie 
failed to return home, having apparently 
gone to the shops. She left without her 
11-week-old baby. She did not take her mo¬ 
bile phone or any other possessions. 

Natalie had been with a friend the day 
before, returning home at around 9am and 
stayed until noon before heading out again, 
and hasn’t been seen by her family since. 


Museum of 
glass needs 
extra cash 


A FUNDRAISING push has started 
to ensure the opening of a new Black 
Country glass museum remains on 
track. 

Trustees behind the White House 
Cone Museum of Glass in Wordsley 
need to raise £20,000 in eight weeks. 

The museum has been built with 
£2.1 million from the European 
Development Fund and a £900,000 
grant from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund. The latest cash injection is 
needed for an internal fit-out or the 
project will fall behind schedule. 

Trustee Graham Fisher said: “We 
need this to be able to move forward 
and we’ve now only got eight weeks 
to do it. The funding we had for the 
building work has been used and it 
looks fabulous. The second phase 
now is for the fit-out to turn it into a 
museum to host the collections.” 

The centre, supported by the 
British Glass Foundation, replaces 
Broadfield House glass museum in 
Kingswinford. Mr Fisher added: 
“Not getting the money raised in 
time would be a serious blow but we 
are confident we’ll get there.”

Sightings 


Sightings were reported across the coun¬ 
try, from Bournemouth to Scotland, but her 
loved ones are no clearer on what happened 
to Natalie, who would now be 31. Police say 
there was no evidence she was murdered or 
that she planned to kill herself. 

Since the day she went missing her bank 
account has remained untouched. The last 
communication she made was a voicemail 
on the day suggesting she was planning to 
visit friends in Tamworth. 

The case was re-engerised four years ago 
when police dug up a paddock in Himley 
where Natalie kept horses but the search 
proved fruitless. 

As time has gone on, Rebecca, who now 
lives in Nottingham, says she has learned 
to live with the torment of not knowing. 

“Self-preservation stops you from being 
so frantic and you adjust but that doesn’t 
mean she is not thought of. I have got her 
picture upstairs and sometimes I will say 
‘where are you?’ 

“The thought that someday somebody 
walking a dog will discover something in 
the woods is unbearable.” 


Man charged over 
body in wardrobe

Family devastated 


A MAN has been charged in con¬ 
nection with the death of a teenager 
whose body was found in a double 
wardrobe at a flat in Brierley Hill. 

Unemployed Ashley Foster, aged 
24, was charged with preventing 
the lawful and decent burial of 
Megan Bills between April 16, 2017, 
and May 4, 2017. 

At Dudley Magistrates Court on 
Monday he confirmed his name, age 
and that he has no fixed abode. 

Mrs Maxine Jarrousse-Jones, 
prosecuting, told the court that po¬ 
lice had been called to an address in 
Highgate Road where the remains 
were discovered, after neighbours 
reported a smell. 

She told the court: “Police at¬ 
tended the flat and found a double 


wardrobe wrapped in cling film. 
The wardrobe was opened and a 
young woman’s body was inside.” 

Foster was not asked to enter a 
plea and was remanded in custody 
to appear at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on June 5. 

Officers cordoned off the flat in 
Highgate Road last Thursday. 

The family of 17-year-old Miss 
Bills issued a tribute. They said: 
“We are devastated by the loss of 
our daughter whose life has so un¬ 
necessarily been cut short. Whilst 
nothing can fill the huge gap in our 
family life that Megan’s passing 
has left we trust that in time we 
will have answers that will help us 
understand why this dreadful event 
has occurred.”

Bus operator steps 
in to rescue service 

BUS operator Central Buses has stepped 
in to takeover the running of a Stourbridge 
service that was due to be axed. 

The Diamond bus 142 route between 
Stourbridge and Halesowen will be run by 
Central Buses from May 30. 

It will continue to run hourly in the day¬ 
time calling at Stourbridge Junction Rail 
Station, Wollescote, Wynall, Huntingtree 
Road, Highfield Lane and Andrew Road. 

There will be a few minor changes to 
the route with buses going along Highfield 
Lane and Andrew Road instead of Dunstall 
Road, Rosemary Road and Hagley Road.

Driver flees as car 
impaled on fence 

A MOTORIST is lucky to be alive after 
the car he was driving careered at high 
speed into metal barriers on the side of 
the road and overturned. 

The car veered onto the pavement 
in Grange Road, Halesowen, smashed 
into the steel fence becoming impaled 
— before the driver ran off! 

The alert was raised by a passer-by 
but when 999 crews arrived the driver 
had fled. The collision happened out¬ 
side Fountain House at the junction 
with Queensway at 7.37pm on Sunday.

Teenagers arrested 
over machete attack 

TWO 16-year-old boys have been arrested 
in connection with a machete attack out¬ 
side a pub near Halesowen. 

Officers were called to The Crown, in 
Carters Lane, just after 1.15am on March 
25 after reports of disorder outside the 
pub. 

A 22-year-old man was attacked with a 
machete, causing serious injuries, and was 
taken to hospital for treatment. Police say 
he continues to make a steady recovery.

Prime Minister Theresa May 
congratulates Andy Street 


NEWLY-ELECTED West Midlands 
Mayor Andy Street is the man to de¬ 
liver investment and jobs to the West 
Midlands, said the Prime Minister as 
she arrived in the region to celebrate 
his win. 

Theresa May headed straight for 
the area just hours after former John 
Lewis boss Mr Street was elected as 
the first West Midlands Mayor. 

The two were taken on a tour of 
UTC Aerospace Systems in Wolver¬ 
hampton, which unveiled a multi-mil¬ 
lion pound package of investment at 
its factory in March. 


And Mrs May said that while she 
was not complacent about a Tory win 
in the General Election on June 8, Mr 
Street’s election was a good starting 
point. 

She said: “I would like to congratu¬ 
late Andy Street on winning the West 
Midlands mayoralty. People here in 
the West Midlands now have a strong 
local champion in Andy who will get 
on with the job for delivering for the 
local area. A strong mayor here in the 
West Midlands, a Conservative mayor, 
working with a Conservative Govern¬ 
ment can deliver for this region. 


“I have seen in visits to companies 
I have done with Andy his determina¬ 
tion to ensure there is investment, job 
and opportunities for the people here 
in the West Midlands. What Andy 
will be doing is ensuring the West 
Midlands is projected as an area for 
investment, jobs and opportunities.

Robber hit a pregnant 
mother with hammer 


A ROBBER who attacked a ter¬ 
rified pregnant mother in the 
street with a claw hammer has 
been jailed for life and told he 
must serve at least 10 years. 

Minutes earlier Andrew Bate had 
attempted to snatch an elderly wom¬ 
an’s handbag but she bravely fought 
back and a passer-by came to her aid. 

Judge Amjad Niwaz told 49-year-old 
Bate from Dudley that he posed a ‘real risk’ 
to the public. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
the incident came just 18 days after Bate’s 
release from prison for robbery. He had 
quit a hostel in Birmingham, where he was 
required to stay, to see family in Dudley, 
said Mr Charles Crinion, prosecuting. 

Bate had followed Nigen Parveen as she 
left the One Stop Shop on Buffery Road, on 
October 16 at around 11am. The 37-year- 
old, who was almost five months pregnant, 
was wheeling her one-year-old child along 
in a pushchair. As she turned into School 
Drive, Bate took the hammer from his 
rucksack and demanded money. 

Grabbed 

She shouted: ‘My baby! I’m pregnant’ 
and said she would give him money. As she 
leaned down to get her bag, Bate hit Mrs 
Parveen on the head with the hammer. She 
suffered a fractured skull. 

Several motorists stopped to help her 
and one of them, Sarah Skelding, whose 
three children were in her car, challenged 
Bate and was herself threatened with the 
hammer. 

Ten minutes earlier Bate had tried to rob 
74-year-old Janet Darby in High Street. 

Bate had a catalogue of previous convic¬ 
tions including sexual offences, robbery 
and burglary. 

Mr Nicholas Berry, defending, said Bate 
had a chronic drug addiction after falling 
into a spiral of self-destruction after being 
sexually abused at the age of 13 by a care 
worker, who was later jailed. 

Bate, of no fixed abode, pleaded guilty to 
grievous bodily harm, robbery, attempted 
robbery, possessing an offensive weapon 
and failing to comply with sex offenders’ 
requirements. Judge Niwaz said: “You 
pose a real risk of repeating these serious 
offences and even of taking someone’s life.”

Jail term cut 
for man who 
groomed and 
abused girl 

A MAN from Stourbridge who groomed 
and abused a 14-year-old schoolgirl has 
had his sentence cut on appeal. 

Stuart George Edmonds, aged 34, met 
the girl in a park and sent her a string 
of text messages before having sex with 
her. 

Edmonds, of no fixed address, admit¬ 
ted three counts of sexual activity with 
a child when he appeared before Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court in September last 
year. 

He was handed an extended sentence 
for public protection of 11 and a half 
years, which was made up of a seven 
and a half year jail term, plus four years 
extra on licence. 

But his jail term has now been cut to 
five years and his extended licence to 
three by judges sitting at the Court of 
Appeal in London. 

Edmonds has been arrested after po¬ 
lice received an anonymous tip about 
him. 

Although his victim had agreed to 
have sex with him, Edmonds knew that 
she was below the legal age for giving 
consent. 

The court heard that he was on li¬ 
cence from another prison sentence for 
criminal damage when he committed the 
offences in 2014. He also had previous 
convictions for drink-driving, possession 
of an imitation firearm, and had been 
branded a danger to the public. 

Mrs Justice Andrews, sitting with 
Lord Justice Treacy and Judge Eleri 
Rees QC, ruled that the original sen¬ 
tence was ‘too long’. 

£280k plan to 
tackle speeding 

ACTION is to be taken to curb speeding 
on some of Dudley’s major routes, with 
£280,000 being lined up for improve¬ 
ments. 

Dudley Council has revealed it is set 
to give the go-ahead to traffic calming 
on a number of roads including Bir¬ 
mingham New Road on the Tipton and 
Dudley border. King Street in Dudley 
and North way in Sedgley. 

One of the busiest roads in the Black 
Country, Birmingham New Road, could 
have various speed management meas¬ 
ures installed ‘to prevent dangerous 
movements on the dual carriageway’ 
and its junction with Ivyhouse Lane. 

Traffic management will be put in 
place on accident black spot Gospel End 
Street, along with possible junction rea¬ 
lignment to improve safety. 

Chairman's walk on 
trail raises £500 

A DUDLEY businessman raised £500 
taking part in a nine-mile walk for Mac- 
millian Cancer Care. Mohammed Sagir, 
Chairman of the Voice of Dudley Busi¬ 
ness, took part in the Dudley Trail. He 
completed in three hours and 10 min¬ 
utes, and thanked his sponsors. 
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Expectations 
at school are 
too low, says 
watchdog 

A PRIMARY school in Dudley has 
been told it needs to improve by ed¬ 
ucation watchdog Ofsted, which says 
its leadership and teaching needs to 
be better. 

Bromley Hills Primary School, in 
Kingswinford, was rated good but has 
dropped to ‘requires improvement’ 
following the inspection in March 

The school, which had 288 pupils on 
its roll during the time of inspection, 
was told to improve in four out of five 
areas. 

Ofsted says expectations of achieve¬ 
ment are ‘lower than they should be’. 
The report also stated: “Teachers 
set work which is not always well- 
matched to the pupils’ abilities.” 

However, the school was rated good 
in the area of personal development, 
behaviour and welfare. Inspectors 
also found that attendance rates had 
steadily improved, but are still below 
the national average. 

Headteacher Jon Stevens said: “We 
are extremely proud of our school and 
the positive aspects highlighted in the 
report including pupils’ writing, as 
well as the personal development, be¬ 
haviour and welfare of children which 
were rated ‘good’ by inspectors. 

“They also said that pupils behave 
well and are polite, courteous and are 
respectful of others, something we can 
all be proud of. 

“We are always striving for im¬ 
provements at our school to ensure 
children and staff continue to develop 
and grow, and we very much welcome 
the constructive feedback on areas we 
need to improve on.” 

Council trio stand 
in General Election 

THE leader of Dudley Council and 
the authority’s children’s services 
boss are among a trio of high profile 
borough councillors standing in the 
snap General Election. 

Councillor Pete Lowe, who has led 
the authority since 2014, has been 
confirmed as Labour’s candidate for 
Stourbridge. 

And Councillor Ian Cooper, who has 
the portfolio for children’s services, 
will stand for Labour in Halesowen 
and Rowley Regis. 

As expected, UKIP councillor Bill 
Etheridge will renew his 2015 rivalry 
with Ian Austin and Les Jones in Dud¬ 
ley North. 

Mr Lowe finished second behind 
Conservative Margot James in 2015, 
polling 31.5 per cent of the vote. 


Scouts to benefit 
from beer festival 

DATES have been set for the return 
of the annual Sedgley Beer Festival. 
The event, in aid of the First Sedgley 
Scout Group and Children In Need, 
will be at Jubilee Hall, off Ladies 
Walk, on September 22 and 23. 


£6m unpaid tax is owed to council 


CASH-STRAPPED Dudley Council is owed more 
than £6 million in unpaid tax from the last five 
years. 

It comes as the authority increased council tax 
nearly four per cent across the borough last month 
in a bid to save £26 million over the next three years. 

Bosses have also made drastic cuts including 
shutting the town’s museum and art gallery, with 
the collection being moved to the archives centre, 
and cutting library opening hours. 

Opposition leader Tory councillor Patrick Har¬ 
ley said: “The council is always telling us they 
have a very good collection rate but to have over 
£6m outstanding is shocking. They should be doing 
everything they can to get the money. 


“They’re cutting front line services year after 
year but it’d be an easy start to collect the council 
tax owed because it’s an awful lot of money.” 

Iain Newman, chief officer for finance and legal 
said: “Like all councils, we do have some council 
tax owing from a small proportion of our residents, 
however we do have an excellent record for recover¬ 
ing council tax and our collection rates are amongst 
the best in the country.” 

Rise 

UKIP group leader Councillor Paul Brothwood 
also hit out at the amount owed to the authority. 

The Wordsley councillor said: “It’s an astromoni- 
cal amount of money. 


“There’s been savage cuts over the past 18 
months or longer and the cuts wouldn’t have had to 
be so savage if we had the money owed. 

“We want to maximise the money coming in to 
look after important services. 

“It’s people’s duty to pay council tax and if they 
fail to we have to go after them ruthlessly. 

The amount owed in council tax is from the period 
April 1, 2012 to March 31, 2017. 

The Labour-controlled authority initially put for¬ 
ward a 4.99 per cent increase, but Conservatives 
and UKIP united to reject the proposal, resulting in 
a 3.99 per cent rise. 

The rise was approved by a narrow margin of 36 
votes in favour and 35 against. 


Much-loved zoo has wild 
time on 80 th birthday 


VISITORS flocked to Dudley Zoo to 
celebrate 80 years since the popular 
Castle Hill attraction first opened its 
doors. 

The day of celebrations on Saturday start¬ 
ed off with a fundraising walk, which saw 200 
people taking part to try to raise cash for the 
zoo’s orangutan enclosure appeal. 

Then at 2pm there was a party in Dudley Castle’s 
courtyard with retro singers The Glamophones en¬ 
tertaining visitors. 

There was also a display of zoo memorabilia on 
show throughout the day. 

Zoo director Derek Grove said he hopes the at¬ 
traction - officially called Dudley Zoological Gar¬ 
dens - can continue to inspire people for at least 
another eight decades. 

He said: “We had a fabulous day celebrating 80 
years of Dudley Zoo with the hundreds of visitors 
who supported our fourth charity walk. 

“The zoo is a very different place today to the 
zoo eight decades ago as we continue to expand 
and improve the facilities for more than 200 animal 
species and the hundreds of thousands of visitors 
who visit year-on-year, helping us raise funds and 
awareness for vital in-situ and ex-situ conservation 
projects around the world. 

Future 

“We’d like to thank our visitors who continue to 
support our mission to create a better future for 
wildlife. 

“We’re proud to have such loyal supporters, 
many who have grown up with Dudley Zoo, and we 
expect to have raised thousands of pounds from the 
fundraiser with every penny going towards helping 
us transform the orangutan enclosure. 

“We’re excited for the future, so let’s see what 
the next 80 years holds.” 

Mr Grove said the milestone was as much about 
looking back as well as looking forward, adding: 
“When Dudley Zoo first opened on May 6, 1937, 
it was declared the most modern zoo in Europe 
and people got to see animals they’d only ever read 
about in books. 

“For 80 years we’ve welcomed millions of visitors 
who have enjoyed seeing and learning more about 
our incredible species. 

“Dudley Zoo is proud to be part of the region’s 
rich history. There have been lots of changes and 
improvements to the zoo as we continue to expand 
and improve the facilities. We’d like to thank every¬ 
one who has supported our mission to create a bet¬ 
ter future for wildlife and hope we can continue 
inspiring future generations for the next 80 years.”

THE Chronicle campaign to high¬ 
light the worst potholes in the region 
has painted a shocking picture of the 
state of our roads but there is good 
news ahead. 

Up to £5 million could be spent on 
fixing thousands of potholes in Staf¬ 
fordshire this year, Tory bosses have 
declared. Re-elected Tory county 
council group leader Philip Atkins 
revealed that £3m had already been 
committed to repairing the roads in 
2017 while the administration would 
now try to secure a further £2m. 

Mark Deaville, the previous high¬ 
ways chief who likewise retained 
his seat comfortably, defended the 
council’s record on responding to 
‘emergency’ pothole reports. He said 
it would be a priority to address the 
13,000-strong backlog of road defects. 

Meanwhile several sites flagged

up in our campaign have either seen 
repairs carried out or pencilled in for 
work. The roads around junction 11 of 
the M6 between Cannock and Wolver¬ 
hampton sparked several complaints 
from readers. Work has now been car¬ 
ried out to fill in some of the craters. 

Both Five Ways Island and Hill 
Top in Hednesford were highlighted 
as troublespots and funds have been 
allocated to look at both sites. Mean¬ 
while Richard Sears, of Hednesford, 
highlighted poor pothole repairs at 
the entrance to the Chase Golf Club 
and Spa near Cannock. But he was 
delighted to tell us this week that the 


issue has been addressed and several 
other potholes on the Pottal Pool Road 
from the A34 roundabout to the cross¬ 
roads at Mansty Lane. And there was 
praise from Carol Longmore of Wollas¬ 
ton said: “Three times I have reported 
potholes and on each occasion they 
have been fixed speedily. The last ones 
I reported at 3-30 in the afternoon, by 
9-30 the next day it was fixed!” 

But there are still problems. Jim 
McGregor sent a picture of Fernwood 
Drive in Rugeley. He said: “I was 
emailed back last week by the council 
and was told that “no action was to be 
taken. Absolutely shocking.” 

Thanks to the help from readers we 
have found out about the worst-hit 
roads and will soon be publishing the 
‘Top of the Pots’ which we will take to 
councils in the hope that they will pri¬ 
oritise these areas. 



Man accused of killings 
is remanded in custody

A MAN has admitted attempting to 
murder a father at his Stourbridge 
home. 

Aaron Barley, aged 23, appeared at Bir¬ 
mingham Crown Court where he said 
he was guilty of attempting to murder 
47-year-old Peter Wilkinson. 

Mr Wilkinson was found at his home in Grey¬ 
hound Lane, Stourbridge on March 30 with 
multiple stab wounds. Barley is also charged 
with the murder of Mr Wilkinson’s wife, 
Tracey, 50, and 13-year-old son, Pierce. They 
were killed at the same address on the same 
date. Barley was not asked to enter pleas to the 
charges relating to Mrs Wilkinson and her son. 

Barley, of no fixed address, spoke only to con¬ 
firm his name and to enter the guilty plea to 
the attempted murder charge. 

He was wearing a red Tshirt and bright 
green prison jumpsuit. He was flanked in the 
dock by four uniformed security officers. 

In the back row of the public gallery Mr 
Wilkinson’s daughter Lydia was sat about 10 
feet away from Barley. She had been study¬ 
ing at Bristol University when the attack took 
place at her family home. 

Barley was remanded in custody and will 
next appear before court on July 19. 

A provisional trial date relating to the other 
offences was set by His Honour Judge Mel¬ 
bourne Inman QC for October 3 at Birming¬ 
ham Crown Court with an estimation it could 
last two weeks. 

Barley appeared to show no emotion as he 
came into the dock or as he made his guilty 
plea. The judge told him: “Your next hearing 
will be on July 19. Your trial will take place 
on the third of October until when you will be 
remanded in custody.”

New £lm care

BOSSES at the Dudley Group NHS

Polls are volatile and scary 
things and it would be surprising if Mrs May 
didn’t have a moment like that in the weeks to 
come. PS: Wobble or not, Thatcher was still re¬ 
turned with an enviable majority of 102 seats.

car future 

THE future of the car is driver-less, ac¬ 
cording to billionaire tech magnate 
Elon Musk. He says all new cars will be 
self-driving in 10 years. 

Ford reckon the biggest change since 
the horse made way for the internal com¬ 
bustion engine will come even sooner, 
they plan to be mass-producing cars with 
no steering wheel, brake or accelerator 
within five years. 

Already autonomous vehicles are be¬ 
ing tested regularly on the streets of San 
Francisco -1 would like to see them tack¬ 
le its famously serpentine Lombard Street 
- and French car maker Peugeot has just 
launched a self-driving pilot scheme in 
Singapore. 

It’s a scary concept and not only if you 
are among the millions of cabbies, driving 
instructors, bus drivers and truckers who 
are facing a redundant future. 

These cars will rely on GPS, sensors, 
computer-based and therefore, theoreti¬ 
cally, hackable. 

Imagine being held to ransom as your 
robot vehicle with hijacked Al (artificial in¬ 
telligence) hurtles towards your potential 
doom. 

But advocates of true self-driving cars, 
that don’t even give passengers the op¬ 
tion of grabbing the controls, say com¬ 
puters make better drivers. 

Figures show that 94 per cent of the 
35,000 traffic fatalities in the US in 2015 
were down to human error. 

Perhaps the real issue isn’t who or 
what drives the car, but its power source. 

According to the European Environ¬ 
ment Agency the UK had 11,940 prema¬ 
ture deaths in 2013 from nitrogen dioxide, 
which is a toxic gas mostly caused by 
diesel vehicles and linked to lung prob¬ 
lems. 

Driver-less or not, that sobering figure 
suggests we should be planning a net¬ 
work of charging points for a big switch 
to electric (at the least, hybrid) vehicles. 
The inventive Mr Musk is already ahead 
of the game with his battery powered Te¬ 
sla cars. 

Since its demise in 1990, there have 
been regular calls to bring back the Bir¬ 
mingham Superprix to the city’s streets... 
surely it would be better to host an ePrix. 

Formula E has been the catalyst for 
much of the technology in electric cars 
since it started in Beijing in 2014. 

The racing car batteries can deliver 
200 kilowatt of power (equivalent to 270 
brake horsepower) and can accelerate 
from 0 to 60mph in three seconds. 

Formula E events have already been 
held in Hong Kong, Marrakesh, Buenos 
Aires and Mexico City. Further rounds are 
planned for Paris, Berlin, New York and 
Montreal. The next is in Monaco on May 
13. 

How about the UK’s own Motor City 
joining the race into the future? But in¬ 
clude drivers, please.

More homes on baths site 
are given the green light 


HOMES will be built on the site 
of a former swimming baths seven 
years after they were controversially 
closed and then demolished. 

Dudley Council has given the go- 
ahead for 28 houses on the land in 
Pear Tree Lane, four more than the 
original application. 

Councillors took issue with the 
increase - with one claiming it was 
‘a return to the Victorian era’ of 
crammed housing. 

The new design has shortened 
some of the gardens but was ap¬ 
proved by the planning committee 
by four votes to one, with two ab¬ 
stentions. 

Councillor Susan Ridney said: 
“I think this is an appropriate use 
of the site but I do have concerns 
over the number of properties. I feel 
you’re trying to squeeze too many 
in.” 


The development will now two, 
three and four-bedroom homes with 
existing access to the site retained. 

Planning committee chair Coun¬ 
cillor Jackie Cowell said: “The 
layout is not excessive in terms of 
overall numbers, and housing is des¬ 
perately needed.” 

The one and a half acre plot has 
become overgrown since the baths 
were bulldozed in 2010., 

The demolition came despite wide¬ 
spread opposition and a campaign to 
save the baths. 

Seven years on, residents fought a 
new battle to stop the site being used 
for housing, claiming it is protected 
by a covenant from the industrialists 
the Clayton family. 

Resident Tina Sheldon, of The 
Paddock, which adjoins the site, 
said: “The Clayton family donated 
the land to the community.”

Yeltz start work on 
major Grove revamp 

A BLACK Country football club has announced it will be 
carrying out a revamp of its stadium over the summer. 

Halesowen Football Club will be carrying out work to 
improve the playing pitch of The Grove, alongside the 
irrigation of the ground and fencing around the stadium. 

The work on the pitch was starting last week, when 
contractors were removing the top player of grass and 
soil before levelling the ground ready for a new surface. 

The club has invested in a new sprinkler system, in¬ 
cluding a water tank and pump, to improve irrigation. 
Installation work was also due to begin last week. 

The fencing around the perimeter of the stadium will 
be replaced as the section between Old Hawne Lane and 
Stourbridge Road which has fallen into disrepair. 

A spokesman for the club said: “The proposed work 
represents a large financial investment from the club 
without affecting next season’s playing budget. Although 
we will be bringing in contractors to carry out most of 
this work your help over the summer will be greatly ap¬ 
preciated and we will be posting regular updates on the 
website detailing the work the clubwill be undertaking.” 
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Staffing 
levels at 
hospital 
'not safe' 


STAFFING at Russells Hall Hospital in Dudley 
has not been at a level considered safe at 
times during the last six months. 

Safe staffing levels had not been fully achieved on 
occasions between October and last month due to 
recruitment struggles, sickness and intense A&E 
pressure, according to a report. 

Dudley Group NHS Trust bosses have said it is ‘looking 


at ways to recruit more sub¬ 
stantive staff to support our 
existing workforce’. 

The hospital is emerging 
from an extremely difficult 
winter, which saw numbers 
coming to A&E reaching re¬ 
cord levels. 

Hospital chiefs have 
struggled to recruit work¬ 
ers to bolster the workforce, 
while sickness levels also 
increased during the winter. 

The trust’s sickness rate 
was above four per cent for 
the final quarter of 2016/17, 
higher than the 3.5 per cent 
limit set by NHS chiefs. 

Challenges 

The report said of safe 
staffing levels: “This has not 
been achieved due to ongo¬ 
ing recruitment challenges, 
continual winter pressures 
and capacity issues. Staff 
are moved to support pa¬ 
tient safety and mitigate 
any risks.” 

A knock-on effect of the 
staffing situation at the hos¬ 
pital has been an increased 
reliance on agency workers. 

Bosses said agency staff¬ 
ing remained a problem ‘de¬ 
spite regular recruitment 
initiatives, introduction of 
trainee nursing associates 
and improved management 
of sickness’.

The hospital struggled to 
cope during the Christmas 
period and was forced to 
issue a plea for people only 
to attend if they had a seri¬ 
ous condition. 

Diane Wake, trust 
chief executive, said: 
“Patient safety is al¬ 
ways our priority and we 
always try to meet national 
guidelines for safe staffing. 

“However, on occasions 
where demand on our ser¬ 
vices has been unprece¬ 
dented, we have had to open 
extra beds for emergency 
patients and move staff 
around to keep patients 
safe. We also employ bank 
and agency staff and deploy 
matrons to work clinically, 
providing direct patient 
care, when demand is high. 

“Our priority is to ensure 
we provide safe care for all 
of our patients and we con¬ 
tinually monitor staffing 
levels on all wards on a shift 
by shift basis to make sure 
we have the right staff in 
place to provide appropriate 
care for patients.” 

She added that Interim 
Chief Nurse Siobhan Jor¬ 
dan was looking at ways to 
recruit more staff.

Five steel plants are 
secured in £lOOm deal 


STEEL giant Liberty House is to 
create 300 jobs and make multi-mil- 
lion-pound investments to secure 
the future of five plants, including 
one in the Black Country. 

The announcement was made 
as Liberty formally completed a 
£100 million deal to acquire the 
Speciality Steels division of Tata 
Steel UK. The move protects the 
jobs of 1,700 staff at three major 
sites at Rotherham, Stocksbridge 
and Brinsworth in South Yorkshire, 
smaller sites in Wednesbury and at 
Bolton in Lancashire as well as two 
distribution centres in China. 

Around 100 people work at the 
Wednesbury service centre site in 
All Saints Road. The deal does not 
affect Tata’s other sites at Wednes- 
field, Brierley Hill and Walsall, 
which employ around another 600. 

Liberty also announced expansion 
plans expected to generate an ad¬ 
ditional 300 production jobs in the 
business. 

The acquisition will make Liberty 
one of the largest steel and engineer¬ 
ing employers in the UK, with more 
than 4,500 workers. 

Headed by executive chairman 
Sanjeev Gupta, Liberty employs 
more than 1,000 people at sites 
across the Black Country after res¬ 


cuing a string of businesses, follow¬ 
ing the collapse of Caparo Industries 
in 2015. 

Liberty said it will invest up to £20 
million in new plant and equipment 
in the next year to boost competi¬ 
tiveness and secure international 
market leadership for the newly ac¬ 
quired business. It produces a range 
of steels used in the manufacture of 
vehicles, aircraft, industrial machin¬ 
ery and equipment for the oil and 
gas industry. 

Output 

The business will increase output 
substantially at the furnaces, casting 
shop and mill in Rotherham, with 
big plans across the wider business. 

Mr Gupta said: “The Speciality 
Steels business is a global leader in 
its field, with a highly skilled and 
well-motivated workforce and we 
are eager to invest so it can grow 
and achieve its full potential. We are 
taking on strategically important 
capacity that will drive expansion in 
the years ahead.” 

Roy Rickhuss, general secretary of 
Community trade union, said: “The 
completion of the sale will bring 
some welcome certainty to a work¬ 
force that has faced a tough time.”

'Successful' car 
cruise ban to stay 
after court ruling 

STREET racers are being warned they could lose their 
car, their job or even their liberty if they take part in a 
car cruise in the Black Country. 

An injunction, introduced in February 2015, will re¬ 
main in place following a High Court hearing last month 
confirming it stays in force. 

It bans people from taking part in a car cruise any¬ 
where within the Black Country - Dudley, Sandwell, 
Walsall and the City of Wolverhampton - or from pro¬ 
moting, organising or publicising such an event. 

Judge McKenna sitting at the High Court evaluating 
the injunction concluded that it had proven ‘successful’ 
in reducing instances of car cruising. 

The injunction defines car cruising as the act of driv¬ 
ers meeting on the public highway on an organised or 
impromptu basis to race or show off in their cars. An¬ 
yone who breaches it risks being in contempt of court, 
for which they could face a fine and up to two years in 
prison. 

Police can also take action against individuals for traf¬ 
fic offences including driving without due care and at¬ 
tention, driving without insurance - no insurance policy 
covers illegal street racing - or driving an unroadworthy 
vehicle. Already 13 people have been convicted of con¬ 
tempt of court since the injunction came into force and 
further prosecutions are pending. 

Superintendent Dean Hatton said: “The injunction 
enables us, together with our partners, to continue to 
tackle those individuals who flout the laws of the road 
and pose a danger for innocent members of the public.” 


Children's 
services 
‘make good 


progress’ 

DUDLEY CouncTs children’s services de¬ 
partment, which was rated inadequate, 
is making good progress, says education 
watchdog Ofsted. 

Inspectors returned to the department to see if 
changes had been made since it received the lowest 
possible rating. 


Ofsted praised bosses for 
struggling department, with 
senior leaders and elected 
members demonstrating a 
‘clarity’ of the current chal¬ 
lenges faced. 

The council’s transfor¬ 
mation plan is labelled as 
‘impressive and reassuring’, 
according to the report. 

An Ofsted report a year 
ago had described the ser¬ 
vice, including adoption, fos¬ 
tering and child protection 
services, as well as the Local 
Safeguarding Children’s 
Board, as inadequate. 

A new senior leadership 
team established an Im¬ 
provement Board in Sep¬ 
tember as part the council’s 
response. 

The latest report, being 
considered by a council cab¬ 
inet meeting this week, says 
the authority continues to 
make ‘positive progress in 
improving services for chil¬ 
dren and young people’. 

Churn 

It continues: “Social 
workers feel more sup¬ 
ported and have more con¬ 
fidence to practice. They 
have increased access to so¬ 
cial worker tools, have more 
time for reflection and more 
time to practice. They know 
the children very well and 
are child focussed. Supervi¬ 
sion is in place, despite the 
churn in management. 

“There is an improving 
voice of child and direct 
work is being undertaken to 
inform assessments. 

“Dudley Metropolitan 
Borough Council continues 
to make positive progress in 
improving services for chil¬ 
dren and young people.” 

A range of evidence was 
considered, including elec- 


efforts to turn around the

tronic case records, supervi¬ 
sion records and observation 
of social workers and team 
managers. Inspectors also 
spoke to senior managers 
and parents. 

However, areas for devel¬ 
opment still remain. The 
report concludes: “Recruit¬ 
ment remains an issue. The 
local authority needs to 
employ more permanent so¬ 
cial workers and all agency 
decision making and all in¬ 
formal supervision should 
be included on file.” 

Speaking last year, Sarah 
Norman, chief executive of 
Dudley Council, said that 
children’s services in the 
borough ‘simply weren’t 
good enough’. 

She had confirmed that 
that the council fully ac¬ 
cepted Ofsted’s findings and 
had acted quickly, commis¬ 
sioning an external review, 
bringing in new senior man¬ 
agement and support. 

She added that last year’s 
inspection had ‘confirmed 
our own self-assessment of 
the services and we will con¬ 
tinue at pace to rectify the 
issues’.

More than a thousand 
homes empty despite crisis 


THE scale of the housing crisis can be laid 
bare as it is revealed a total of 5,602 proper¬ 
ties lay vacant for at least six months across 
the region in 2016 - including more than a 
thousand homes in Dudley. 

Worst hit was Wolverhampton with 1,232 empty- 
homes, then Sandwell had 1,171 but Dudley came 


third with 1,005 empty 
homes. 

Walsall had 959, Stafford 
661, Cannock Chase 307 and 
Wyre Forest 267. 

It adds up to homes worth 
over £1 billion sitting empty 
in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire last year, ac¬ 
cording to Government fig¬ 
ures. 

Astonishing 

Black Country Local En¬ 
terprise Partnership board 
member Ninder Johal la¬ 
belled the figures ‘aston¬ 
ishing’ and said getting the 
homes back in use must be 
a priority for councils. 

Mr Johal said: “This is 
an astonishing amount and 
helps you understand why 
we have a housing crisis. 
What we need to do is make 
productive use of these 
houses, but also any land 
that is lying disused. 

“We need to have a proper 
look at what we can do to 
resolve this crisis. It will 
continue to be a priority for

the LEP but also needs to be 
something for the West Mid¬ 
lands Combined Authority. 

“We need to look at how 
to unlock the potential in 
these buildings and make 
serious inroads into our 
housing crisis.” 

The worth of Dudley’s 
empty homes in 2016 was

the Department for Com¬ 
munities and Local Govern¬ 
ment figures, compiled by 
property investment firm 
Property Partner.

Tip charges are 
to be reviewed 

A CONTROVERSIAL ‘tip tax’ in Stafford¬ 
shire is to be reviewed, the newly-elected 
Conservative chief has confirmed. 

There has been uproar since the To¬ 
ry-controlled Staffordshire County Council 

- which takes in Kinver and Wombourne 

- introduced charges for DIY rubbish at 
household waste centres in November. 

The fees were branded ‘illegal’ by the 
Labour group. More than 1,000 people also 
backed a petition calling to ‘scrap the Staf¬ 
fordshire Tipping Tax’. 

Now, despite the Conservative landslide 
victory in the local elections, leader Philip 
Atkins has stated the fees will be looked at 
again. He said: “We will be reviewing the 
tip charges. We don’t believe we are doing 
anything wrong at the moment, but we can 
have a look at that.” 

The new fees mean people have to pay £3 
to dump a bag of soil or rubble and a £4 
charge has also been brought in for plaster¬ 
board and tyres. 


Mixed reaction as latest crime 
figures show ten per cent rise 


COMMUNITY leaders have 
given a mixed reaction to 
figures which show reported 
crime has risen across the 
West Midlands. 

The figures from the Office for 
National Statistics showed re¬ 
corded offences had gone up 10 
per cent in the West Midlands and 
14 per cent in neighbouring Staf¬ 
fordshire. 

The statistics, comparing 2015 with 
2016, also show incidents of violence 
have risen in Staffordshire and West 
Midlands. 


Councillor Patrick Harley, Conserv¬ 
ative group leader at Dudley Council, 
said: “In Dudley, I think it is one of 
the safest places I know to live. 

“We had some high profile incidents 
of knife crime in the past 12 months, 
and that is regrettable, but we try 
to work with police when there are 
spikes to keep levels low.” 

He added: “There are, of course, al¬ 
ways improvements to be made.” 

Councillor Preet Gill, Sandwell cabi¬ 
net member for public health and pro¬ 
tection, said: “We need to be careful 
when taking in these figures. If more 
crimes are reported it may not just 
simply mean more are taking place. It 


can be that awareness has improved or 
trust in the police has gone up.” 

Councillor Sean Coughlan, leader 
of Walsall Council, said people living 
in Walsall did live in fear of crime. 
He said: “If you go to any community 
group, go to a meeting, speak to mem¬ 
bers, they will tell you they do not see 
enough police about. They will tell you 
they do fear crime. I’m afraid it is get¬ 
ting worse 

But Christine Baron, secretary of 
the Stafford Borough Crime Preven¬ 
tion Panel, said: “I do get regular up¬ 
dates on the crime figures and I must 
say I’m surprised about this recent 
increase.”

Work to replace gas pipes at the junc¬ 
tion of Bilston Road and Wednesbury Oak 
Road, near the Tipton Sports Academy, is 
scheduled to take place from July, it has 
been announced. 

The project is expected to last four 
around four weeks and will see old iron 
pipes replaced with newer, more durable 
plastic pipes. 

Temporary traffic lights will be in place, 
which is expected to lead to disruption for 
motorists in the area. 

However the work,which will be led by 
Cadent, is expected to take place mostly 
through the school holidays which will 
help limit the problems.

AN OLDBURY police officer will be taking the plunge and 
doing a skydive to fund a defibrillator in memory of a man 
who died of a heart attack while out cycling. 

Pc Keith Tedds, aged 33, who has served for 11 years in 
the force, is doing the skydive for the British Heart Foun¬ 
dation. 

Colin Vaines died after suffering a heart attack while 
out on his bike cycling up a steep hill in Drayton Road. 
Pc Tedds, just behind him, saw him fall off his bike and 
immediately rushed over to help. He attempted CPR on Mr 
Vaines but he died at the scene. 

Pc Tedds said: “It was upsetting but I had to do my job. 
It does hit you hard. I deal with a lot as a police officer but 
that was definitely the toughest moment of my life. 

Pc Tedds wants defibrillators to be available in rural 
locations. The skydive is taking place at Skydive Tilstock 
in Whitchurch, Shropshire, on August 18. Father-of-two 
Pc Tedds is hoping to raise at least £1,000. To donate text

Blaze is caused 
by pan on stove 

A MAN has to be rescued from a kitchen 
blaze in his Stourbridge home caused by a 
saucepan that was left on the stove. 

The fire in Wollaston had threatened to 
spread through the house during the early 
hours of the morning on Friday but was 
caught in time by fire crews. 

Fifteen firefighters tackled the blaze at a 
house in Meriden Avenue at around 2.15am. 

The man was led to safety and was 
checked over by paramedics but did not 
need to go to hospital. 

The fire caused damage to the kitchen but 
it had been extinguished by around 2.45am. 

West Midlands Fire Service spokesman 
Matthew Smith said a pan had been left on 
the stove in the kitchen and that was the 
cause of the fire. 

Firefighters remained at the scene for a 
couple of hours to make sure that it was 
safe. 


IT was a string of crimes that 
shocked the Black Country. 

Six Compton Hospice charity shops were 
targeted by thieves in the space of less 
than three months. 

The offenders broke windows and sky lights 
to get in the shops. But they left empty-handed 
from many of them. The damage, however, 
caused by the raids left the charity with a £3,500 
repair bill. 

Two months on, thanks to support from the 
public, £1,195 has been raised for work to repair 
the damage. 

A Just Giving page was set up by the charity, 
which thanked those who supported the drive. 


Among those who donated was volunteer worker 
Steph Rudge. She said: “Compton is a wonderful 
place and the shops are fantastic, and the volun¬ 
teers do a great job.” 

One anonymous donor said: “I hope you reach 
your target so you can continue to do your amaz¬ 
ing work, serving the people who need it most.” 

The stores targeted were in Brierly Hill, Wol¬ 
verhampton, Willenhall, Codsall and Cannock. 

At the Birches Bridge store, in Codsall, the 
raiders smashed through a skylight. They broke 
through a wall inside but left with nothing after 
being unable to get inside the safe. 

At Trysull Road in Merry Hill, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, raiders got into the store on through a rear 
window. The safe was damaged but unopened. 


At the time of the raids, Paul Carter, trading 
manager, said: “We won’t be beaten and we ap¬ 
peal to our supporters and our donors to con¬ 
tinue to pledge their support by donating their 
wares and their time as volunteers to help us 
recover the losses we have experienced.” 

Soon after the launch of the fundraising drive, 
the charity thanked supporters from its Twit¬ 
ter account. A spokesman said: “Thank you to 
everyone for your kind words, donations and of¬ 
fers of help. We’re so incredibly grateful.” 

The charity provides care and support for 
families living with incurable illnesses. 

Centres cover areas across Wolverhampton, 
Dudley, Sandwell, Walsall and South Stafford¬ 
shire, as far as east Shropshire. 


The Beat’s Saxa 
dies, aged 87 

BIRMINGHAM musician Saxa, who was 
saxophonist for ska-pop band The Beat, 
has died aged 87. 

Born Lionel Augustus Marti, Saxa was 
nearing 50 and an already established 
Jamaican session musician when he was 
recruited by the band in the late 1970s. 

His melodic style was a crucial part of 
The Beat’s sound, which yielded such hits 
as Mirror In The Bathroom, Tears Of A 
Clown, Too Nice To Talk To and Can’t 
Get Used To Losing You. 

When the Beat broke up in’83, Saxa 
played on records by both splinter groups, 
Fine Young Cannibals and General Pub¬ 
lic, and went on to play in The Interna¬ 
tional Beat and other groups, and with ska 
and reggae stars such as Laurel Aitken, 
Prince Buster, and Desmond Dekker.

AT ONE time it was one of the most popular 
spectator sports in the country. And to this 
day speedway draws a consistent and loyal 
fan base, particularly in the Black Country 
where Wolverhampton Wolves and Cradley 
Heathens ply their trade at Monmore. 

The high-octane sport was recently the 
subject of a photography exhibition that 
was on display at Wolverhampton Central 
Library. It comprises dozens of snaps which 
have been captured by Jon George and 
his friends from Compton G Camera Club 
based at Tettenhall Wood Institute. 

Most of the images were taken at Wolver¬ 
hampton’s Monmore Green Stadium, where 
promoter Chris Van Straaten allowed the 
photographers an unobstructed view from 


the centre of the track. Others were taken 
by Jon at the Haynes International Motor 
Museum, in Somerset. Its Forshaw Speed¬ 
way Collection features a wealth of speed¬ 
way bikes and memorabilia.At the museum 
Jon came across the story of Irish speedway 
rider Fay Taylour, known as Flying Fay. 

Jon, 68, of Wolverhampton, said: “In the 
1920s there was a couple of notable women 
riders. One was Fay Taylour and she was 
an exceptionally good rider. I believe she 
held the track record at Crystal Palace and 
beat a lot of the male riders. In the 1930s 
they decided to ban women from speedway 
and one reason given was that if they were 
involved in an accident it could be awkward 
if the medics had to remove their clothing.”

Annie sails to rescue of Dunkirk 
hero boat that shares her name 


FOR years Annie Gabb and her 
family assumed that her grandfa¬ 
ther’s boat, after which she had 
been named, had been sunk dur¬ 
ing the epic operation to rescue 
thousands of Allied troops from 
the beaches of Dunkirk. 

Requisitioned by the Royal Navy, 
the 30ft pleasure cruiser built in 1925 
was one of the heroic flotilla of “little 
ships” whose glorious exploits in 1940 
are the stuff of legend. But the Anne 
was never to return home. 

So when Mrs Gabb discovered two years 
ago that not only had the Anne survived, 
but was rotting away after failing to sell on 
eBay, it was time for a rescue of her own. 

She bought the boat. And now an exten¬ 
sive, and expensive, restoration has borne 
fruit. 

“It’s cost a huge amount,” said Mrs Gabb, 
who lives near Bridgnorth. “But it’s been 
absolutely worth every penny.

“Why did I do it? It was probably a mo¬ 
ment of madness. I felt that if there was a 
boat that I was named after which had been 
so brave, I didn’t want her to die in a car 
park in Shepperton.” 

Grandfather 

The Anne had belonged to her grandfa¬ 
ther, P.J. Darby, who lived at Green Royde, 
Hagley, near Stourbridge, but who had a 
house on the Welsh coast at Tenby. 

“She was a gentleman’s coastal cruiser, a 
pleasure boat for my mother and grandfa¬ 
ther and uncles and aunts. He was known 
as PJ, but his name was Percy.” 

When the Dunkirk crisis blew up, small 
boats were called into action to help evac¬ 
uate Allied troops and the Anne was sailed 
from Tenby to Ramsgate by skipper Sammy 
Lewis, who later died in the operation on 


another boat. From there she sailed across 
to Dunkirk with a navy crew and although 
Mrs Gabb does not know the precise details, 
she would have been involved in repeatedly 
picking up soldiers from the beaches and 
taking them to larger ships waiting off¬ 
shore. 

She said: “She did have bullet holes in 
her and, being run up the beach, she had 
damage to her bottom.” 

Mrs Gabb knew of the story from her 
family. She said: “I was born in 1943 and in 
my childhood I always knew about grand¬ 
pa’s boat called the Anne. Because she 
never came back to Tenby, I presumed she 
had sunk. It turns out that she did come 
back, but never returned to Pembrokesh¬ 
ire.” 

Then, in June 2015, Mrs Gabb - whose 
name is Anne but is called Annie - was vis¬ 
iting Tenby with her children and grand¬ 
children. At the lifeboat station, she got in 
conversation with a man about the Tenby 
boat that never returned. He encouraged 
her to find out what had happened to her. 


She did. Through the internet, she dis¬ 
covered the Anne had taken part in the 
2010 pilgrimage to Dunkirk as part of the 
70th anniversary, and also in the Queen’s 
golden jubilee celebrations on the Thames 
in 2012. 

“After the jubilee she was towed up the 
river and left in Shepperton, abandoned. I 
found her there. She was in very bad order. 
One more winter uncovered and she would 
have been a pile of firewood. I bought her 
for very little and spent a year and a half 
having her restored.” 

The recent voyage of the restored Anne 
from Shepperton to a mooring at Windsor 
was Annie’s first voyage on the boat she 
saved. 

“My idea had been to give her to Tenby 
as a heritage thing. At my age, what do I 
want with a boat? But they couldn’t give 
her a mooring. So I’m going to keep her at 
Windsor. They have a classic boat event at 
Henley, and I hope to take her to that and, 
in 2020, if I can still walk, I hope to take her 
back to Dunkirk for the 80th anniversary.”

Fire service film is 
set to blaze a trail 
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A documentary showing what it is really like to be a firefighter will be a UK first 


FIREFIGHTERS from the 
West Midlands are to star 
in a documentary showing 
what it is like to be in the 
fire service - which has been 
filmed by themselves. 

West Midlands Fire Service 
has teamed up with broadcaster 
UKTV to produce a UK first. 

Cameras are already rolling for 
‘Into the Fire’, which is due to be 
shown later this year on the Really 
channel.

using helmet and body-worn cameras.

Interviews 

The helmet cameras are designed to 
withstand the extreme temperatures 
encountered in many blazes.

‘Into the Fire’ will also take a look 
at the lives of firefighters away from 
the fire station.

Typical adaptations include 
handrails, stair rails, ramps, level 
access showers, stair lifts, through- 
the-floor lifts, even home extensions 
to provide extra sleeping or bathing 
facilities. 

An initial assessment by an 
occupational therapist will take 
place and this will establish the 
type of adaptation needed to suit a 


person’s needs and to help them stay 
independent and safe in their home. 

The service offers adaptations to 
people of any age. Full grant funding 
is always provided for adaptations 
needed for children under 18. 

Alan Lunt, Dudley Council’s strategic 
director of place said: “Anyone who 
is finding it difficult to manage in 
their home, or has a member of their 


household who is struggling should 
ask for help from the adaptations 
service. Lots of support is on offer, 
along with grant funding to pay for 
home adaptations for many people. 
It’s all about keeping people safe 
and independent in their homes and 
making life more liveable.”

100 years on and story of 
a war hero is finally told 


THE story of a Black Country 
war hero is finally being told, 
100 years on from him receiving 
one of the UK’s most prestigious 
medals. 

Ernest James Picken, born and bred 
in Bloxwich,, was a coal miner turned 
soldier who fought across France and 
Belgium during the First World War. 

He was awarded the Military Medal for 
bravery in the field after staving off a Ger¬ 
man counter-attack while in the trenches 
near Loos in France, despite being shot. 
But until now his story has remained un¬ 
told, mainly because his family had no idea 
about his heroic past until they began re¬ 
searching. 

Born in 1891, Mr Picken lived on Elmore 
Row near Elmore Green for most of his 
early life. At the age of 19 the 1911 census 
listed him as a coal miner/underground 
horse cart driver. 

He joined the South Staffordshire Regi¬ 
ment in 1914 and remained a soldier in the 
First World War until the first quarter of 
1919. His campaign in the Great War saw 
him fight across both Belgium and France,

but it is the latter where he received his 
Military Medal for bravery. 

On June 8, 1917 he ‘showed great cour¬ 
age and initiative’ as he fought off a Ger¬ 
man counter-attack, and was wounded in 
the process. He was recommended for im¬ 
mediate reward and was awarded the Mili¬ 
tary Medal not long afterwards. 

The citation reads: “During a raid in the 
hostile trenches he showed great courage 
and initiative and set a splendid example to 
his men.” 

Return 

The citation also notes that Mr Picken 
was wounded and forced to return to Eng¬ 
land. It was in hospital that the only pho¬ 
tograph the family have of him was taken. 

As well as his Military Medal, Mr Picken 
was also awarded the 1914/15 Star, the Vic¬ 
tory Medal 1914-1919 and the Silver War 
Badge. His family do not think the other 
three medals were awarded for anything 
specific, other than his participation in the 


war. While back in the UK following his 
injuries in France, he attended a central in¬ 
fantry course in September 1917 and was 
rated very good or above average in every 
category. His bayonet fighting instruction 
was highly praised. 

While in the army he was a keen boxer 
and notes found by his surviving family 
show he won a competition at some stage. 

After the war Mr Picken, who had six 
grandchildren and lived to meet the first 
five, returned to Bloxwich and to his wife 
Rhoda Elizabeth, whom he had married 
shortly before the war, and his daughter 
Bessie, who was born in January 1913. 

Not much is known of his life after the 
war, however he did move from Elmore Row 
to an area just off Field Road. To help make 
ends meet he boxed occasionally at Pat Col¬ 
lins fairground just around the corner. 

He died in 1955. He had suffered from 
ill health throughout his life after the war 
after being gassed in the trenches. 

His tale of bravery has only come to light 
after his granddaughter, 65-year-old Pat 
Parsonage from Bloxwich, began research¬ 
ing his life after being made the guardian 
of his medals following the death of her 
mother and his daughter Bessie, aged 97.

People and dogs 
rescued from fire 

FOUR people and two dogs were rescued by 
firefighters after a severe blaze erupted in a 
yard below their home. 

The fire at the back of shops in Castle Street, 
Coseley, destroyed two vehicles and a refriger¬ 
ation unit last Tuesday night (May 2). 

A man and three women trapped by the heat 
and smoke in a first-floor flat were unable to 
escape the building and were rescued by fire¬ 
fighters using triple extension ladders. 

Their two pet dogs were lifted to safety by 
crews. 

A fire service spokesman said the group were 
unable to flee the building because of the prox¬ 
imity of the flames. 

Fifteen firefighters dashed to the scene after 
the alarm was raised at 9.25pm. 

A van and a car were gutted in the blaze, 
along with a small refrigeration unit. 


Three are jailed for roles In 


A MIDDLE man between Albanian 
gangsters and Midland drug deal¬ 
ers who bought two handguns 
and ammunition is starting a 14 
year jail sentence. 

Khalad Uddin ‘pulled the strings’ 
when his courier - Sadaqat Ali - col¬ 
lected the arms cache from a former 
soldier who used to stand guard at 
Buckingham Palace. Ex-guardsman 
Jermal Simpson met Ali for the hand 
over in the car park behind a Spar store 
in Lawnswood Road, Kingswinford on 
August 3 last year. 

But police watched the transfer take place 
and were waiting when Ali returned to his 
home in Madeley Road, Dudley, four min¬ 


utes after leaving the meeting. The two 9mm 
guns and 12 live rounds of ammunition were in 
an Adidas shoe box in the passenger foot well of 
the VW Sharan. 

Simpson’s Seat was stopped by armed police 
in Moss Grove, Kingswinford, minutes later. Al¬ 
most £2,000 cash was hidden under one of its 
seats. 

Jacket 

Mobile phones taken from the arrested men 
revealed Ali had been making and receiving calls 
to and from Uddin before collecting the weap¬ 
ons. The 35-year-old admitted passing on cash 
from Midland drug dealers to the Albanian crim¬ 
inals but denied involvement in the gun deal. 

A bullet proof jacket was found at his home in 
Scholars Mews, Oxford on October 19 when he 
was arrested. 


The jury unanimously convicted him and 
a 26-year-old man, who cannot be named for 
legal reasons, of conspiracy to transfer fire¬ 
arms and ammunition. 

Uddin admitted being part of a conspiracy to 
supply cocaine with a gang whose ‘tentacles’ 
stretched from London to the West Country 
and the Midlands, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. 

Judge Nicholas Webb told the defendant: 
“The gravity of gun crime cannot be exagger¬ 
ated. 

“Your role extended to getting firearms and 
ammunition. 

“You wanted these for others, and possibly 
yourself. 

“You and the 26-year-old man arranged for 
your agents to meet up.” 

The jury unanimously convicted him and the 


deal 

26-year-old man of conspiracy to transfer fire¬ 
arms and ammunition. 

Simpson, aged 24, from Parker Street, Blox- 
wich, who struggled to find work after leav¬ 
ing the army, was acquitted of conspiracy to 
transfer firearms and ammunition but found 
guilty of selling or transferring the weapons 
and bullets and being in possession of money 
from criminal activity. 

Package 

It was accepted that Simpson might have 
believed the package held a half kilo of cocaine 
rather than weapons. He was jailed for seven 
and a half years. 

Father-of-four Ali, aged 35, had pleaded 
guilty to acquiring or purchasing the guns 
and ammunition and was sent to prison for six 
years.

They have been 
robustly investigated. 

“We have taken extensive action as a result of our inquir¬ 
ies, based on the information we currently have.” 

Ms Warnes also condemned the behaviour of the culprits. 

She said: “Such behaviour is completely unacceptable 
and has no place in our organisation.”

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Beauty spot is the gift 
that keeps on giving

IT was a gift that ensured fu¬ 
ture generations could con¬ 
tinue to enjoy a much-loved 
beauty spot. 

Without the the generosity of 
siblings Oliver, Clara, Rosalind 
and Stephen Lee, it is believed 
Kinver Edge would have been lost 
to developers. 

In 1917, they secured its future as a 
nature haven by buying and donating 
156 acres of land to the National Trust 
in memory of their late parents. 

It was one of the first grants to the 
conservation charity and, amid the 
First World War, a ceremony took 
place to mark the donation. 

The family went on to donate a fur¬ 
ther 57 acres in 1942 with the National 
Trust continuing to acquire more land 
and the Rock Houses, carved out of the 
sandstone at Holy Austin Rock. 

Ranger 

The siblings continued to be sup¬ 
portive but it was Oliver, a solicitor, 
that played the biggest role, paying for 
a ranger on Kinver Edge and a lodge to 
be built on Comber Road. 

Sue Wright is Oliver’s granddaugh¬ 
ter and for ten years has been chair¬ 
man of the Kinver Edge Committee, 
which her grandfather was also instru¬ 
mental in setting up in 1921. 

She grew up visiting Kinver Edge 
having spent part of her childhood in 
the village and says it still holds ‘an 
incredibly special’ place in her heart. 

“We used to come for picnics and 
because it was really sandy we would 
bring buckets and spades. It was al¬ 
most like going to the seaside,” said 
the 71-year-old, who lives in Harborne. 

She added: “It’s such a beautiful, 
peaceful and interesting place.” 

Speaking of the first donation, Mrs 
Wright said: “It was an extraordinary 
thing to do. They purchased the land 
from the Webb family, who were only 


too happy to sell it because they sup¬ 
ported the family’s plans and, within 
a week or two, handed it over to the 
National Trust. It was a green lung for 
the toiling masses of the Black Coun¬ 
try and Birmingham. 

“My family may have donated the 
first land but it’s the community to¬ 
gether with the volunteers and the 
National Trust who turned it into the 
place we can enjoy today.” 


The committee is organising events 
to celebrate the 100th anniversary and 
an appeal has been launched to raise 
£175,000 for a new walkway of acces¬ 
sible footpaths.

Professor 
talk weird 



T 


he world record for tickets 
sold for a science show was 
held by Professor Brian Cox. 
That was until another man 
came along and smashed it 
to smithereens. 

His name was, you guessed it, Professor Brian Cox. 

The multiple-world-record holder sold 75,000 for a 
previous tour. But his latest Professor Brian Cox Live 
shows will seem him performed to around 150,000 
people - twice as many as his previous run. 

And Brian can’t wait to get into some of the UK’s 
biggest venues - including Birmingham’s Barclaycard 
Arena tonight - to talk about science. 

He will take audiences on a dazzling journey 
through space and time, delving into ‘high science’ 
and freewheeling on the edges of the known cosmos. 
Whether an avid science reader or a total novice, 
Professor Brian Cox Live will test the limits of our 
knowledge and make highly complex ideas accessible to 
all. 

He plans to take science to a new dimension in a show 
hosted by Infinite Monkey Cage co-host Robin Ince. 

Brian’s excited about the prospect of hitting the road 
because he would be able to use massive screens to 
properly showcase the ‘beautiful’ high resolution imagery 
of various galaxies from the Hubble Space Telescope. 

He says: “The exciting thing about these, from the 
(shows) before Christmas, we’re in really big venues. 

“We have a really big screen, a ridiculous screen - it’s a 
state of the art LED display, it’s something like 30m wide 
and 15m high. 

INCREDIBLE 

“It’s huge, and what you realise is the images we’ve 
now got from the Hubble and Cassini, which has been 
in the news a lot over the last few weeks, they’re such 
incredible high-res images, when you put them on 
screens like that and fill arenas with them, they look 
spectacular. 

“I don’t think anyone ever gets a chance to do it, to 
give them the presentation they 
deserve because they are 
beautifully detailed, and that’s 
the most exciting thing.” 

Brian has presented 
numerous science 
programmes for the BBC 
and has been described by 
Sir David Attenborough as 
his natural successor. He has 
spoken about astronomy and 
physics and hopes to give people 
the enthusiasm to learn. 

He says: “They will 
know more in the sense 
that they might not 
have thought about 
the vastness of the 
universe, but one of 
the only things you 
can aim to do in a 
show is to trigger 
a desire to learn 
more, because you 
can’t even begin to 
scratch the surface 
of what we know.” 

On his present 
tour, he hopes to 
answer people’s 
questions about 
the meaning of life 
and the possibility of 
aliens with his shows. 

“That’s why I’m doing 
this tour, so I can answer 
them once and for all. I 
should add that I don’t 
know the answer to 
either of those questions 
- I’ll give my opinion.” 

Brian has been thrust 
into the spotlight and 
some have questioned 




the way science has moved into the mainstream and 
been used as entertainment. 

However, he believes it is healthy for people to learn 
more - providing they are basing their opinions on fact. 

“One has to be careful when 
communicating uncertainty 
in science, especially in 
politicized areas such 
as climate science. The 
reason is that uncertainty is 
often misunderstood and 
occasionally misused by 
self-styled ‘on-line magazine 
editors’ or opinion formers 
‘who are always right’ - you 
know the sort. 

“But surely it isn’t a 
bad thing to challenge 
a scientific theory or 
prediction? Isn’t the 
reason for the success of 
science the fundamental 
axiom, if you like, that all 
theories or predictions 
MUST be falsifiable, 
and are NEVER to 
be assumed to be 
absolutely correct? 

And doesn’t the very 
requirement of the 
falsifiability of any theory 
or prediction demand 
that someone should try 
to falsify them? Yes, to all of the 
above. 

“BUT, there is statement that I 
believe to be correct, and can be made 
with certainty. It is this: The consensus 
scientific view is the best we can do at any 
given time, given the available data and our 
understanding of it. 

“It is not legitimate and certainly of no 
scientific value (although there may be 
political value) to attack a prediction because 
you don’t like the consequences, or you don’t 
like the sort of people who are happy with the 
prediction, or you don’t like the people who

made the prediction, or you don’t like the sort of policy 
responses that prediction might suggest or encourage, 
or even if you simply see yourself as a challenger of 
consensus views in the name of some ideal or other. It is 
only appropriate to criticise a prediction or theory based 
on specific criticisms of the data, methodology or the 
underlying theoretical framework. It is content-less to 
criticize a scientific prediction because you don’t like it.” 

Brian was born in Oldham and now lives in London 
after writing, or co-writing, more than 950 scientific 
publications. He was an entertainer before becoming a 
TV scientist, playing the keyboards for D:Ream and Dare. 

He’s won numerous awards and in 2002 he was elected 
an International Fellow of The Explorers Club and in 2006 
he received the British Association’s Lord Kelvin Award 
for this work. 

He held a prestigious Royal Society University 
Research Fellowship from 2006 to 2013 and in 2010 
won the Institute of Physics Kelvin Prize for his work in 
communicating the appeal and excitement of physics to 
the general public. 

He was appointed OBE in the Queen’s 2010 Birthday 
Honours for services to science and in 2011, he won Best 
Presenter and Best Science/Natural History programme 
by the Royal Television Society for Wonders of the 
Universe. A year later, he was awarded an honorary 
doctorate by the Open University.

Walking into a nightmare that 
looks like it will never end 


I n 2010, the BBC drama Five 
Daughters won praise for its 
sensitive look at the victims of 
the Ipswich serial murders and the 
impact the crimes had on their 
families. 

Now the producers and director 
are reuniting for Three Girls, a three- 
part series which is broadcast over 
consecutive nights and draws on 
the true stories of the victims of 
sexual abuse in Rochdale. 

The case shocked Britain and led 
to nine men being convicted and 
sentenced, but the drama focuses 
on the children who were groomed 
during the period 2008 to 2012. 

Writer Nicola Taylor, whose 
previous credits include the one-off 
Sheridan Smith drama The C Word, 
believes that despite the publicity 
the case received, the girls’ stories 
were not always heard. She says: 
“Whatever I thought I knew about 
what had happened in Rochdale, I 
knew nothing until I met the girls 
and their families. 

“Listening to them was the 
beginning of understanding - not 


just of the terrible suffering they 
experienced, but of the courage it 
took to persist and persist over 
years, in telling authorities who 
didn’t want to know, and ultimately 
participate in the court proceedings 
that brought justice.” 

The series has been made with 
the full cooperation of the victims 
and their families, and director 
Philippa Lowthorpe pays tribute to 
their bravery. She says: “It’s both a 
privilege and a responsibility to be 
allowed to tell this powerful, true 
story. I have huge respect for the 
girls and their families for sharing 
their experiences with us. It’s 
through their courage in speaking 
out that we can try to understand 
the devastating effects of grooming. 

“During the research, not only 
was it incredibly moving hearing the 
stories of the girls and their families, 
but also the experiences of those 
who fought to protect the girls and 
bring the perpetrators to justice.” 

In Three Girls, Maxine Peake and 
Lesley Sharp will play two women 
who were instrumental in getting the 
girls’ voices heard. The impressive 


supporting cast also includes Paul 
Kaye, Lisa Riley and Jill Halfpenny as 
parents of the girls, alongside Ace 
Bhatti as Nazir Afzal, former Chief 
Crown Prosecutor for the North West. 
The real Afzal believes it’s a story that 
needs to be told, saying: “The 
Rochdale case was both ground¬ 
breaking and heart-breaking. 

“It forced every agency to look at 
their ways of working afresh and the 
creation of the first guidance for 
prosecutors, police, and local 
authorities. The case caused 
seismic and long-overdue change 
in the way trials involving vulnerable 
victims were dealt with. At last, 
victims had a voice.” 

However, that still seems a long 
way off in the first episode, which 
introduces us to Holly (Molly 
Windsor), who is new to Rochdale 
and trying to fit in. Instead, she finds 
herself drawn into a world she can’t 
escape, despite her pleas for help. 

But her story sounds all too 
familiar to sexual health worker Sara 
(Peake), who has been recording 
and reporting similar stories of child 
abuse for years.

I can’t pretend that I am a stranger 
to the Pigot Arms in Pattingham. 
Having lived in the South 
Staffordshire village for more than 
three decades I must confess I 
have frequented the pub on many 
occasions over the years. 

In that time I have seen many changes, both of staff 
and the look of the pub - mostly inside not out. 

In the past it was always a bit hit and miss as 
far as the food was concerned - you never quite 
knew whether you would leave extolling its virtues 
or very disappointed. But not now, when the latest 
management took over a few years ago the food and 
the whole atmosphere changed for the better. 

You can tell by looking in the windows, where there 
were empty tables now the place is full of diners and it 
caters a lot for larger parties. Not only people like me 
who can take a five-minute walk to get there. 

Obviously the locals are there but many diners come 
from further afield - and there is a huge car park and 
an outside area for children to run around. The word 
has obviously spread. Word of mouth is so important 
and if people have a good meal and enjoy the decor and 
atmosphere they tell their friends. 

We went recently to a taster night for the new menu, 
an excellent idea when you can try just snippets of 
what is going to be on offer. Obviously you can’t try 
everything on the menu but it is, as it says, a little taste 
of the quality of the food and the range of choices. 

Our daughter was visiting from Warwickshire with her 
fiance and as she grew up in the village she is always 
keen to go to the Pigot, a regular haunt when she was 
growing up. We popped down the four of us recently, 
my husband and I and Amy with her fiance Duncan, 


mainly to discuss her forthcoming wedding but also just 
to relax and appreciate somebody else cooking. 

Amy is herself a very competent cook and a good 
food critic so I relied on her opinion. Me, I just love food. 
We all tucked into starters but decided not to go for one 
of the sharers. Probably a good idea as my future son- 
in-law loves food as much as I do and probably would 
have had the lion’s share! 

So with the bottle of Prosecco and Merlot well under 
way we opted for four different starters. Always nice to 
try a bit of each, I opted for the crispy calamari while the 
rest chose tomato bruschetta, king prawn cocktail and 
ham and pea terrine - all went down very well, although 


Duncan was not for sharing. I’ll have to have a word with 
him! For mains my husband is a real steak fan so went 
for the rib eye cooked medium rare just to his liking. 
Duncan, of course, had the HUGE mixed grill while I 
opted for the Moroccan spiced lamb burger which I had 
tried at the taster night and enjoyed. Amy went for the 
guest ale battered cod and chips. 

Every meal is served well presented and with little 
fuss and the settings are spacious with a nice corner 
table which we sat at, although we did remove the rather 
lovely candelabra in the middle. 

A nice touch but I could not see across to talk to 
my daughter over the other side. She did think about 


nicking it for the wedding though! Okay, totally full - but 
it would be rude not to try a pud. Yes I am trying to lose 
weight for the wedding but there are still a few months 
to go. 

By now there was only Duncan and I up for it - the 
lightweights said they were full. How could I resist the 
summer pudding? Duncan meanwhile went for the 
calorie-loaded cookie cup explosion. Obviously also not 
sticking to his pre-wedding diet.Finishing off with two 
floater brandy coffees we stumbled home and reflected 
on a very pleasant evening.

Taking the latter first, the 3008 SUV has a 
bagful of awards including: 2017 Car of the 
Year at the Geneva Motor Show, Carbuyer 
Car of the Year 2017 and Crossover of the 
Year 2017 in Fleet World Honours. It also 
won a prestigious technology award - the 
Technology Award at the What Car? Car of 
the Year Awards 2017 for it’s unique Peugeot 
i-Cockpit® driving environment which plays a 
big part in the pleasure of driving the 3008. 

This second generation of Peugeot’s 
i-Cockpit®, which is standard across all 
models of the new 3008 SUV range, won 
praise for its ability to put the latest technology 
safely at the fingertips of the driver, while 
creating an optimal driving position for an 
engaging and focused drive. 

And it sure did in my week of taking it out on 
the roads. 

This latest evolution includes an all-new 
infotainment system on an 8.0” high- 
resolution touch screen, as well as an 
elevated configurable 12.3” head-up digital 
instrument panel set above a compact multi¬ 
function steering wheel. 

I particularly liked the digital instrument 
sceen that displays your speed, navigation, 
phone and audio information.

The rest of the cabin is high quality as well 
and very well-designed - as is the outside.

The driving position is excellent 
too, with supportive seats, which on my test 
car the GT also feature a relaxing massaging 
function, that was very welcome on a very 
long trip I did which featured an hour-long 
hold-up on the motorway. 

The range starts from £21,795 with a 
well-specified Active’ model that has so 
many standard features,with a host of safety 
equipment including; AEBS - Automatic 
Emergency Braking System, adaptive driver 
and front passenger airbags (includes 
passenger airbag deactivation function), 
driver and front passenger side, front and

screen, cruise control, the 3D Tom Tom-based 
navigation system, plus Apple Carplay and 
Android Auto compatibility. And the price 
is £32,995 which compared to others in the 
segment seems pretty good to me.

Trevor, you will never 
now be forgotten again 


SPORTING MEMORIES

NOBODY knew who he was when 
he returned from his new home 
in Canada to the city of his glory 
days. But the name of Trevor Gadd 
will never been forgotten again. 

For it has just been decided that it will 
be added to Wolverhampton’s Sporting 
Hall of Fame later this year. 

David Viner, chairman of the cycling sec¬ 
tion of Halesowen Athletic and Cycling Club 
of which Trevor is a life member, nominated 
him for the award. 

He said: “I am delighted that the nomina¬ 
tion has been accepted. I believe Trevor has 
been an an under-valued sportsman and this 
should help set the record straight.” 

Plaques 

Trevor lived in Elmdon Road, Oxley - just 
two miles from Aldersley Stadium where 
the Hall of Fame books and wall plaques 
are displayed - from the age of 14. He went 
to Elston Hall Nursery and Junior School, 
Wobaston Secondary Modern and Wulfrun 
College. 

He represented Great Britain in the 1976 
Olympic games, the 1977 World Track 
Championships and the 1978 Common¬ 
wealth Games in which he won silver medals 
in the individual and tandem sprints. 

Sadly he was involved in a bad crash soon 
after the Games and retired from the sport. 

At one stage he had also been a discus 
and hammer thrower and shared the same 
coach as Olympic gold medal winning javelin 
thrower Tessa Sanderson. 

Mr Viner said: “Trevor came from a hum¬ 
ble background and did not get any of the 
financial support given to riders now. 


“In those days you had to give your GB 
jersey back at the end of the race. Lottery 
money has made a big difference to the life 
of sportsmen and women. 

“Trevor moved to Canada and, a few years 
ago came back to see his dad. 

“Aldersley Stadium meant a lot to him 
because he did a lot of training and riding 
there. He expected a warm welcome but 
somebody there said they had never heard of 
him, a comment he took personally.” 

Mr Viner is now hoping to encourage Tre¬ 
vor, now aged 65, to come back to this coun¬ 
try once more to receive his award. 

Ambassador 

The ceremony is likely to take place in 
September and if he cannot make it his 
brother, who lives in Leeds, will be asked to 
take his place. 

Chairman of Wolverhampton’s Sports 
Advisory Council, Peter Holmes MBE, said: 
“Trevor Gadd upholds all that is good in 
sport and is a fine ambassador for Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

“He also provides an immense incentive 
for every young cyclist.” 

Trevor’s story tells of when he was a lad 
living just a couple of miles from Aldersley 
Stadium. He rode the track there as a school¬ 
boy. His nickname by the spectators was 
‘Tiger’ with his family being factory workers. 

He was not sure what the other kids par¬ 
ents did for a living but they had the sprints 
and tubs while he had a road bike converted 
to fixed wheel with tubes and clincher tyres 
and could still hold his own. 

Previous inductees include athlete Denise 
Lewis, Le Mans winning racing driver Rich¬ 
ard Atwood and Wolves footballers Bert Wil¬ 
liams and Billy Wright.
